Now I know why wo 
delayed 
starling our annual Carriers' Out- 
ing until yesterday. Did you ever 
take 21 kids some place in a bus, 
*:ccd 'cm and guard 'em until you 


nad the whole crew safely back 
home again? 


Well it's a job that would 
do 


credit to the Quarter-master Corps 
of the United States Army — and 
adults are dead and buried years 
before the bus ever raises Hope 
again on the horizon of the return 
trip.

. An incredible pile of bathing suits 
"and other baggage (and somebody 
lost a shoe before it was over) 


(1st Postcript: In addition to the 
above list of food the boys ate be- 
fore they left Hope. 


(2nd 
Postscript: 
On the return 
trip they aet at Murfreesboro. 


(3rd Postscript: On the return 
trip, after eating at Murfreesboro, 
they also ate at a filling 
station 
near Nashville. 


(4th 
Postscript: Coming out of 


the mountains, between 
Langley 
and Salem, the bus ran out of gas

didn't eat there also was 
there 
was nothing left aboard the 
bus

Pope Denounces 
Communism 
by Name 


Caslcl Gandolo, Italy, Sept. 5— 


Cat,, 


Previously his holiness 
always 
:ias used such phrases as "ma- 
terialism," "totalitarianism" 
and 
'enemies of the church" in refer 
ring to communism. 


The pope's speech, delivered 
in 


^el-man by radio to half a mil 
ion German 
Catholics gathered 
'or a church conference, was tho 
irst papal explanation of the Vat- 
can decree excommunicating com- 
munists. 


He emphasized that the decree 
iad nothing to do with any differ- 
ences between rich and poor, but 
,vas pronuilgaled to save both from 
'atheistic communism." 
"It concerns 
the 
conservation 
and purity 
of 
religion and thc 
Christian faith, the liberty of then 
action and, with these, the well 
being and dignity and the rights 
of liberty of workers," he said. 
Ob-servers 
viewed 
the 
pope's 


frank attack as the beginning of a 
new and more vigorous campaign 
against communism. 
That he chose to address Ger- 
many, 
torn 
between 
East 
and 
West, was considered highly signif- 
icant. He sought to bolster religion 
among workers and organize them 
into an effective force against bol- 
Uicvism. 


The church has now entered the 
struggle on a more decisive and 
common level than ever before, ob- 
servers believe. 
Pope Pius also addressed 
thc 


faithful in Switzerland and Italy. 


He told a conference of Svyiss 


Catholics, gathered for their first 
meeting in 15 years that "a most 
insidious danger threatens to dry 
up the springs of faith in God and 
his commandments." 


This danger, he said in his radio 
address to the conference at Lu- 
zerne, 
is 
"materialism" 
which 
seeks to destroy the freedom 
to 
serve the true God. 


"Only in God is man free," the 
pope said.

New Card 
Game Canasta

may meld, if he is able and will- 
ing to do so. (He must meld 
if 
'he 'draws the up-card of the pack.) 
Sequences are not melded 
in 
Canasta, only cards of the same 
rank; for example, three or more 
queens or three or more six-spots. 
Suits .and, sequence? play. not part 
in Canasta. 
The initial legal meld of a side 
must- conform to the minimum re- 
quirements outlined in,, the scor- 
ing table. 


After an initial legal meld has

It was dead by the middle of the 


1890's. One of its weaknesses was 
the poor leadership it got after the 
death of Stephens. 
The Knights of Labor had a num- 


ber of aims — such as the eight- 
hour day and abolition 
of 
child 


labor, plus other social and eco- 
nomic reforms — which eventually 
became part of federal and state 
laws.

Little Rock, Sept. 5 
(UP) — 
Arkansas fishermen should enjoy 
good fishing conditions for the re- 
mainder of the season, according 
to a prediction today by the state 
game and fish commission. 


The good conditions, if they pre- 


vail, will compensate in a measure 
for generally poor catches during 
the early part of the year. 


A weekend report by the com- 
mission said that waters .were good 
over most of the state. Good re- 
ports were indicated from Horse- 
shoe lake in Crittenden county, Old 
River Midway, Bear creek 
and 
Storm Creek lakes and 
Whiskey 
chute. Waters in the Marked Tree 
floodway were muddy. 
Streams and lakes in the north- 
ern part of the state are reported 
good. Lake Norfork, White river 
and Buffalo river are good, as are 
King, Illinois and Osage 
Rivers. 
Smaller streams are reported in 
the best condition this year. 
Western and 
central 
Arkansas 
report most streams clear and the 
water good. In some of the smaller 
streams, however, 
anglers 
may 
have difficulty because the water- 
is too clear for the time of year. 


Fishing conditions are 
good 
at 
Lake Nimrod and Blue Mountain, 
.and in the White river and lower 
White territories water is reported 
excellent. 
All lakes below the chute from 
St. Charles are in good shape, with 
encouraging 
reports 
from 
such 


places as Ox Bow, 
White 
Es- 
cronges, Long and Big H lakes. 
All South Arkansas lakes are re- 
ported good.
